The girlsare treated with kind- 
ness and consideration, and are thoroughly 
protected from insult, as no loafers are per- 
mitted in orabout the mill, and no man is 
adimitted exvept on a ticket issued by the 
president or superintendent, who of course 
wouid not issue one to a drunken or im- 
proper person, The girls are just as safe in 
the milf as they could be anywhere. 

If, then, they are paid good wages, are 
paid promptly and in cash, have healthful 
mvderate work, and are treated kindly and 
courteously, the question comes, ‘Why is 
it that the mill is not crowded with ap- 
plicants?”’ 

The answer is that our women and girls 
have never been taught to work. They 
have been accustomed to rely entirely upon 
the men of the family for a support, and to 
do nothing themselves, to contribute to the 
family cofier. One of the officers of the 
mill says that a girl will cometothe mill 
for work. She will work afew days, and 
will then get tiredof itand say: ‘I’m going 
to quit. My daddy has supported me all 
my life, and I reckon he can doit yet!’ 
This officer says: 
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“They actually seem tg 
have no idea ot work—as the women cf the 
north understand it. There is nothing like 
regularity in the work of CVEa the most 
anxious of them. They Wy come in two 
or three ua\ son time, Dit they know noth- 
ing of the steady, modding, faithful work 
of the operatives ol the great cities, who 
will never se an hour's time -in 
three moneh’s work,-and who are thrifty, 
careful andambitious. Inthe north the girls 
of & pQur family contribute just as regu- 
rariy, and frequently just as heartily, to 
the common support as the mendo, In the 
south we see nothing of this kind.
